NORTHERN N.S.W. SOCCER FEDERATION 
JUNIOR SUPER LEAGUE. 


The formation of a Junior Super League, a competition designed for talented and 
amitions players, had been talked about a nuaber of years prior to its inception in 


LF cet committee which comprised of Newcastle ASA, Macquarie ASA, Hunter 
District JSA and three directors of the NNSW Soccer Federation agreed upon a set of 
rules for a junior super league-in 1986, with the competition to comsence the 
following year. 


The purpose of the new competition was to provide an avenue for the development of 
talented and ambitious young soccer players in the Hunter Valley by providing, 


* a higher competitive competition 
# better grounds and facilities 
# the best referees 

#  iniaua Level 1] coaching 


Eight clubs submitted teams in the inaugural year which culminated in a most 
successful Grand Final night under lights at Adaastown Oval. A crowd in excess of 
2000 watched the cream of Newcastle soccer play for the honour of being the first 
Super League Grand Final winners. 


1989 saw the inclusion of teams from Taree and Port Macquarie, Peter Gunning, Dean 
McWhirter and Gary Philips were North Coast juniors, it was a natural ig ers to 
expand into the northern, giving the soccer hopefuls from the north the opportunity 
to play against stronger competition. 


After four seasons and the chance to evaluate the progress that has been made sone 
ainor changes were needed. 


With Newcastle Australs playing in N.S.W. State League in 1988/91 ng re players 
had ambitions to play for that club. As Austral became the BREAKERS, in the 
National League, the problem vould have become more critical, so steps were taken to 
cue gravitation to one club, a situation that would have weakened the Super 
eague base. 


In the 1992 season "zoning" will be introduced at under 13 years level, a natural 
progression in the following four years until all = groups comply. The 
co-operation of the district associations was necessary before the sove could be 
implemented, their foresight in agreeing to the changes has to be compliaented. 


Basically players will be required to play in the district en! live, this will 
encourage clubs to develop their own players knowing they will not be "poached" as 
they begin to show promise. 


In the case of the Macquarie Association and the Hunter District Association they 
vill aH select boys from their oo ge area for their representative teams, 
they will also be active in moni _ of the each J.S.L. clubs within their 
boundaries, should any club get into difficulties they can take aera action 
to ensure that the gare is put first, even to the extent of requesting that another 
club should replace the one in difficulty. 


The Northern New South Wales Soccer Federation is keen to see the idea of Junior 
Super League expand further afield, taking the world gage to the country areas. 


While it is the off season for Junior Super League the two teams you will see 
playing this evening, Austral vs Weston Bears, is a sample of what you can see every 
weekend during the winter months.
